WHEREAS, the Missouri Department of Corrections currently allows the use of video
games by inmates in state correctional facilities; and

WHEREAS, according to a survey conducted by the American Correctional Association,
only two other states besides Missouri allow the use of video games in correctional
facilities; and

WHEREAS, video games should be considered a luxury that inmates should not be
allowed to enjoy; and

WHEREAS, violence in video games is a threat to the security of both the inmates and
the staff of correctional facilities; and

WHEREAS, it is not possible for corrections personnel to monitor every individual scene
in every video game to make sure that there is no violence involved in the construction of
video games.

NOW THEREFORE, 1, Matt Blunt, Governor of the State of Missouri, by virtue of the
authority vested in me by the Constitution and laws of the State of Missouri, do hereby
order the Director of the Missouri Department of Corrections to ban immediately the use
by inmates of video games in all state correctional facilities.
